If necessary, underline dress to maintain a 
crisp look (batiste is a good choice). Cut 
underlining from dress pattern pieces, stay- 
stitch to wrong side of dress sections 18” 
from edge, and treat the two fabrics as one. 


WEDDING DRESS 


1. Right sides together, stitch side fronts 
to center front and side backs to center 
back. Press seams open; clip where 
necessary (a). 


2. On center backs, turn placket under 
1⁄4” and topstitch. Right sides together, 
join backs to front at shoulder seams. 
Press seams open.

These versions of couturier clothes require no complicated 
sewing techniques. Carefully read the general directions 
below for hints to make your sewing easier and the re- 
sults more professional, Then sort through the leftover 
fabric from sewing projects for your family and salvage 
the suitable bits of fabric. 


fold bottom of pattern up out of the 
way along indicated line, and carefully 
cut out fabric so as not to clip pattern. 


4. Cutting must be done with great care; 
the narrow 1⁄4 ” seam allowances can be 
trimmed away with one careless snip of 
the scissors, 

Notches are marked, not cut. 


5. Marking should be done on wrong side 
of fabric with dressmaker’s carbon pa- 
per and tracing wheel or the edge of a 
blunt knife. Mark all seam lines; seams 
are narrow and must be stitched with 
complete accuracy! Indicate notches 
with a traced line across the seam al- 
lowance; mark darts as usual. 


6. Clipping in seam allowances must 
never be more than 1s”. 


7. A short stitch length (about 15 stitches 
per inch) should be used throughout. 


8. Press frequently! Finger pressing may 
be sufficient for many fabrics. Be sure 
to give each garment a final pressing. 


Of course, you'll want to use COATS 
& CLARK’S Mercerized Sewing thread! 
Remember to pick your thread one 
shade darker than fabric color. 


GENERAL DIRECTIONS FOR 
EASIER SEWING 


1. Select appropriate fabrics for propor- 
tions of the doll; light to medium weight 
fabrics with small designs are best. Do 
not use fabrics which ravel badly. 


2. Cut out pattern pieces for the garment 
to be made. Actual size patterns are 


found in back of book. 


3. Pin pattern pieces to fabric following 
grain lines indicated on pattern pieces. 
For pieces to be cut on a fold, fold fabric 
on straight of grain (right sides to- 
gether) and pin pattern in position, 
“fold line” of pattern on fold line of 
fabric. 

When a pattern piece (not on a fold) 
is to be cut out twice, use the fabric 
folded double, right sides together, and 
cut both at the same time. If the fabric 
scraps are too small and the sections 
must be cut singly, be sure to reverse 
the pattern for the second piece to pro- 
vide a left as well as a right section. 

For shorter version of wedding dress, 
boy's shirt or bell bottom trousers, fold, 
do not cut, pattern pieces so that they 
can be re-used for the longer garments. 
Pin top of pattern in position on fabric, 
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3. For veil cut a piece of net about 27” 
by 36”, About 5” in from center front, 
gather a 3” circle of net slightly into a 
pouf (j). Tack veil on top of hat so that 
5” of net will Fall over doll’s face. Sew 
pearls at center top of hat through pouf.

5. In a single operation, stitch side 
seams and underarm seams (l). Press 
and turn shirt to right side. Turn under 
1⁄4” around bottom edge and topstitch. 


6. Sew three tiny snaps down center 
front. On right side, sew three tiny but- 
tons over snaps.

1. With fabric folded double, cut two 
fronts and two backs from pants pat- 
tern. Cut placket extensions on back 
sections only; fold placket extension on 
pattern out of the way when cutting out 
front sections. 


2. Stitch darts and press toward center 
of pants. At waistline and bottom edge 


of each section, turn under 1⁄4”; if neces- 
sary, clip waistline between dart and 
side seam. Topstitch close to folded 
edge. On bottom edge topstitch again

Sew on snaps with small stitches 
through each hole as shown. On wrong 
side, take several small stitches before 
clipping thread. After one part is at- 
tached, rub chalk on it and close open- 
ing, rubbing snap lightly against fabric. 
Sew other half directly over chalk mark.
